As pointed out by several trus- 
tees, nothing more can really 
be decided until they receive 
some sort of estimate on the 
value of the present building 
and the site.

Working with 
“the kind teachers give upon,” 
they act as big brothers and 
big sisters, trying to keep them 
from becoming droputs. 
Mrs. Boland dispelled some il­ 
lusions about the welfare pro­ 
gram. In response to ques­ 
tions, she explained that single 
persons who are considered 
employable cannot receive as­ 


sistance even though they can­ 
not find jobs. And Tehama Coun­ 
ty has about 700 on old age 
assistance as 
compared to 
about 350 cases on aid to de­ 
pendent children. 
Old age and blind programs 
are also comparatively gen­ 
erous, she said, because the 
public generally Is In favor of 
those programs. Old age assis­ 
tance for one person is $194 
a month; a woman and child 
under aid to dependent children 
get basic allotments of $148 
a month. 
“ People on welfare show ama­ 
zing resourcefulness and abili­ 
ty to live on their allotments,” 
she said.

have enough to live on.” 
She told about a self-help clo­ 
thing exchange operated by 
welfare recipients on the county 
hospital grounds. Distribution 
of donated clothing is handled by 
welfare clients. 
The Tehama County Service 
Council was established five 
years ago to act as a clearing 
house for meeting needs through 
volunteer work, Mrs. Hayes 
explained.

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Sounds Like Common Sense 


Wisconsin Senator Gaylord Nelson's sweeping proposals for 


halting reckless tampering with man's environment appear to make 
a lot of common sense. 
At least they seem to merit careful 


examination. 


For one thing, the senator proposed a constitutional amendment 


setting forth the principle that every person has an inalienable 
right to a decent environment. Just what rules and controls he 
has in mind to insure that is not immediately clear, and there 
immediately looms the probability that whatever they might be, 
they are bound to curtail what we have considered fundamental 
rights of personal liberty and private property. 
Those are 


realms in which we will give ground only grudgingly, but we 
still may have to give ground. 


In addition to his call for a constitutional amendment, Senator 


Nelson made some specific proposals, one of which was elimi- 
nation of non-returnable bottles and other containers. 
That 


wouldn't mean that all used containers would be put back into 
use instead of tossed into the nearest convenient place, but it 
certainly would be a help. 


A recently announced private project in that line offers some 


hope. 
The Adohph Coors brewing firm of Golden, Colo., has 


announced a noJlmit plan to pay a dune a pound for scrap alumi. 
num, including Coors beer cans. The Coors plan seems much 
more promising than that of a Washington brewery which sent 
out litter removal squads to clean up 80 miles of nearby highway. 
The highway was cleaned alright, but afew months later it appeared 
as littered as ever. Returnable containers undoubtedly would 
help. 


For wilderness areas and other off-highway recreation spots, 


however, prohibiting non-deteriorating containers would be more 
helpful than prohibiting non-returnable containers. The difficulty 
in such places is that large numbers of persons will avoid packing 
anything of minor value out. Bottles and plastic containers will 
be left in camps and beside the trail, making unsightly mess for 
centuries to come If someone else doesnt pick them up. Paper 
and cans are unsightly, too, but they don't last so long. 


Plainly, we need some practical rules.

Today's high cost of dying may 
include a Federal estate tax 
which forces the sale of the 
decedent's business or farm by 
his heirs. 
Although the inheritance tax 
accounts for only iVfe per cent 
of Federal income, it is held 
responsible for the liquidation 
or sale of hundreds of small, 
family - owned 
farms 
and 


businesses 
each year, ac- 


cording to Congressional crit- 
ics seeking estate tax reform. 
The tax strikes hardest at 
businesses financed years ago 
and now appraised at 10 or 20 
times 
their 
original 
cost 


because of inflated and spec- 
ulative land prices. When the 
resulting tax is considerably 
more than the annual profit, 


heirs may be forced to sell. 
Legislation by Representative 
Robert Price of Texas which 
would establish alternative ap- 
praisal methods lias won heavy 
support from the nation's inde- 
pendent business owners in a 
poll by the National Federation 
Of Independent Business. The 
bill would permit heirs to accept 
the IRS appraisal or elect in- 
stead the higher of two alter, 
natives.

''Therefore, for the timp be- 
ing at least, I respectfully re- 
quest that you continue to con- 
tribute in 1970 on the basis of 
$5 a month, or '$60 a year. 
••"Mease forward your check 
(made out to cash)," he wrote 
in his classic example of the 
corporate arm-twist. "We must 
continue ... to press our 
arguments with respect to im - 
ports, tax treatment, and oth- 
er public affairs matters." 
The unusually bald request for 
funds is mainly the brainchild 
of the company's tough-minded 
chief counsel, Amzy Steed. He 
contended to this column that 
the contributions were "entire- 
ly voluntary," even though it is 
King who keeps an eyeball-to- 
payroll record of the incom- 
ing checks.

Unbalanced "Bite" Pain

A FREQUENT cause of ear- 


aches 
is 
traceable 
to a 


change in the bite of the 
teeth. 
Sometimes even the 


dentist, using the "blue paper" 
technique, cannot find any 
gross evidence of such a 
change in the bite, or "occlu- 
sion," as it is known tech- 


nically. 


The jaw 


joint is a high- 
ly sens! t i v e 
one and readi- 
ly reflects an 
Imbalance 
of 


the bite. Since 
the nerve that 
goes to the 
jaw joint right 
in front of the 
ear is the 
same as t h e 


one that goes to the ear canal, 
pain in that area is sometimes 
indistinguishable. 


Missing teeth, poorly fitting 


dentures, grinding of the teeth, 
and firm biting on one side 
"f the mouth can affect the 
normal functioning of the jaw 
joint and send shooting pains 
to the ear, to the face, and 
even down to the neck and 
shoulders. 


I am always astonished by 


the number of people who 
come to my own office com- 
plaining of earache that ia 
traced to this unsuspected 
cause. A small sac in the jaw 
joint is known as a bursa. 
This can become inflamed or 
irritated exactly as the one in 
the shoulder that causes pain- 
ful bursitls. 


It always comes as a sur- 


prise to patients when they are 
told that the ears are normal 
and that a dental problem is 
at the root of this trouble. 
Cracking nuts with the teeth 
is a favorite way or irritating 
the jaw joint. Chewing firm 
food without a sensible rest 
period taxes the movement of 
the jaw joint. When an alter- 
ation in the jaw joint is su- 
spected, very highly special- 
ised X-rays are taken to find 
changes within the joint.

such tempting offers to avoid 
surgery that may have been 
recommended by their doctors. 
Only recently, a patient of 
mine was operated on for an 
intestinal obstruction, having 
chosen to wear a truss rather 
that to have followed medical 
advice for, hernia surgery. 


Certainly, it is possible for 


some people to "get away" 
without hernia surgery for a 
long time, and actually to 
live without discomfort and in 
complete safety. Those who 
do can always write their own 
testimonials. 


When, however, they run in- 


to trouble they then ask why 
the surgeon and the doctor did 
not insist more forcefully on 
an operation. Simple opera- 
tions, far too frequently, are 
converted 
into 
complicated 


ones by delay, and especially 
by the false feeling of safety 
that a truss may give. When 
a trus.« is worn, the condition 
should be under careful inspec- 
tion by the doctor at regular 
intervals to be sure that the 
hernia is not enlarging •"* 
that the condition te safe and 
unchanged.

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Sounds Like Common Sense 


W isconsin Senator Gaylord Nelson's sweeping proposals for 
halting reckless tampering with man's environment appear to make 
a lot of common sense. 
At least they seem to m erit careful 
examination. 


For one thing, the senator proposed a constitutional amendment 
setting forth the principle that every person has an inalienable 
right to a decent environment. 
Ju st what rules and controls he 
has in mind to insure that is not immediately clear, and there 
im mediately looms the probability that whatever they might be, 
they are bound to curtail what we have considered fundamental 
rights of personal liberty and private property. 
Those are 
realm s in which we w ill give ground only grudgingly, but we 
still may have to give ground. 


In addition to his call for a constitutional amendment, Senator 
Nelson made some specific proposals, one of which was elim i­ 
nation of non-returnable bottles and other containers. 
That 
wouldn't mean that all used containers would be put back into 
use instead of tossed into the nearest convenient place, but it 
certainly would be a help. 


A recently announced private project in that line offers some 
hope. 
The Adolph Coors brewing firm of Golden, Colo., has 
announced a no-limit plan to pay a dime a pound for scrap alumi­ 
num, including Coors beer cans. 
The Coors plan seems much 
more prom ising than that of a Washington brewery which sent 
out litter removal squads to clean up 80 miles of nearby highway. 
The highway was cleaned air ight, but a few months later it appeared 
as littered as ever. 
Returnable containers undoubtedly would 
help. 


Fo r wilderness areas and other off-highway recreation spots, 
however, prohibiting ncn-detericrating containers would be more 
helpful than prohibiting non-returnable containers. The difficulty’ 
in such places is that large numbers of persons w ill avoid packing 
anything of minor value out. Bottles and plastic containers w ill 
be left in camps and beside the tra il, making unsightly mess for 
centuries to come If someone else doesn't pick them up. Paper 
and cans are unsightly, too, but they’ don't last so long.

ton home, tt has now’ leaked out, 
carne a cropper when narcotics 
agents picked up the m urderer- 
houseboy on a heroin count. 
The effort in rehabilitation 
by the Georgia Democrat and 
his wife was hidden away in a 
confidential narcotics file.

I am always astonished by 
the number of people who 
come to my own office com­

cause. A small sac in the jaw 
joint is known as a bursa. 
This can become inflamed or 
irritated exactly as the one in 
the shoulder that causes pain­ 
ful bursitis. 
It always comes as a sur­ 
prise to patients when they are 
told that the ears are normal 
and that a dental problem is 
at the root of this trouble. 
Cracking nuts with the teeth 
is a favorite w ay or irritating 
the jaw joint. Chewing firm 
food without a sensible rest 
period taxes the movement of 
the jaw joint. When an alter­ 
ation in the jaw joint is su­ 
spected, very highly special­ 
ized X-rays are taken to find 
changes within the joint. A l­ 
most 
invariably 
the 
entire 
problem is resolved when the 
cause is established and the 
bite is properly adjusted. 


I came across an advertise­ 
ment that encouraged the eld­ 
erly to buy and wear a special 
type of truss for hernias. The 
compelling ad went on to dis­ 
courage people from surgery. 
The proper testimonials were 
of course included by those 
who “ satisfactorily wore tru s­ 
ses for forty to sixty years 
after an operation had been 
advised.” 


It is completely understand­ 
able that fearful people w ill 
readily fall into the trap of 
such tempting offers to avoid 
surgery that m ay have been 
recommended by their doctors. 
Only recently, a patient of 
mine was operated on for an 
intestinal obstruction, having 
chosen to wear a truss rather 
that to have followed medical 
advice for, hernia surgery. 
Certainly, it is possible for 
some people to “get aw ay” 
without hernia surgery for a 
long time, 
and actually 
to 
live without discomfort and in 
complete safety. 
Those who 
do ran always w rite their own 
testimonials. 
When, however, they run in ­ 
to trouble they then ask w hy 
the surgeon and the doctor did 
not insist more forcefully on 
an operation. 
Simple opera­ 
tions, far too frequently, are 
converted 
into 
complicated 
ones by delay, and especially 
by the false feeling of safety 
that a truss m ay give. W hen 
a truss is worn, the condition 
should be under careful inspec­ 
tion by the doctor at regular 
intervals to be sure that the 
hernia is not enlarging and 
that the condition fc* safe and 
unchanged.

I came across an advertise­ 
ment that encouraged the eld­ 
erly to buy and wear a special 
type of truss for hernias. The 
compelling ad went on to dis­ 
courage people from surgery. 
The proper testimonials were 
of course included by those 
who ‘‘satisfactorily wore trus­ 
ses for forty to sixty years 
after an operation had been 
advised." 
It is completely understand­ 
able that fearful people will 
readily fall into 'the trap of 
such tempting offers to avoid 
surgery that may have been 
recommended by their doctors. 
Only recently, a patient of 
mine was operated on for an 
intestinal obstruction, having 
chosen to wear a truss rather 
that to have followed medical 
advice for hernia surgery. 
Certainly, it is possible for 
some people to “get away" 
without hernia surgery for a 
long time, and actually to 
live without discomfort and in 
complete safety. Those who 
do can always write their own 
testimonials. 
When, however, they run in­ 
to trouble they then ask why 
the surgeon and the doctor did 
not insist more forcefully on 
an operation. Simple opera­ 
tions, far too frequently, are 
converted 
Into 
complicated 
ones by delay, and especially 
by the false feeling of safety 
'that a truss may give. When 
a truss is worn, the condition 
should be under careful inspec­ 
tion by the doctor at regular 
intervals to be aura that 'the 
hernia is not enlarging »nH 
that the condition Is safe and 
unchanged.

W ASHINGTON (AP) - Home 
appliance warranties are grow­ 
ing visibly shorter and simpler 
as a result of federal prodding.

The phrase relieved the mak­ 
er „od retaile r of any obligation 
that an appliance sold as, say, a 
dishwasher did, in fact, wash 
dishes. 
Without such a disclaimer, a 
manufacturer is responsible for 


the implied warranty created by 
simply calling a product a dish­ 
washer, 
A federal task force said last 
year of appliance warranties: 
MActually, they are all too fre­ 
quently 
a fog-shrouded halo 
which effectively camouflages a 
lengthy list of disclaimers and 
limitations upon the seller's ob­ 
ligations under an express or 
implied warranty which the law 
would otherwise Impose upon 
him.**
